Air Rule 
Sought

More restrictive rules to reg­

"I suggest some minimum 
regulations to do away with 
incidents like last Sunday's," 
he said in reference to the 
plane crash in which three per­ 
sons lost their lives.

Jahn also urged that police 
powers be giv«»n to the manager 
of the airport, to crack down on 
flying during hazardous condi­ 
tions.
